Ache­ 
son said he knew nothing about 
London reports th a r Britain was 
seeking to end the Korean War by 
negotiation. 
Asked about Gen. Van Fleet’s 
statement that the Eighth Army 
bas “quit chasing the Reds in 
North Korea but will continue to 
block Communist aggression,” the 
Secretary said: 
“That was. a statem ent of mili­ 
tary operations I am not com petent 
to comment on.”

ada officially notified U. N. today 
that 11,000 troops originally re­ 
cruited for Korea have been des­ 
ignated for service abroad under 
the global flag. 
The United Status plans to file 
similar notice with U. N. next 
week. Britain and France, along 
with a large array of other gov­ 
ernments, have indicated in con­ 
sultations among the various cap­ 
itals that they will shortly follow 
suit.

But despite a personal message 
from President Truman to Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh urging ne 
gotiation, the National Front group 
favoring immediate action stood 
firm. 
The Senators favoring discus­ 
sions spoke out after Mossadegh 
read the Truman message to a 
closed session of the Senate. 
Message Ineffective 
Hussein Makki, secretary of the 
National Front, told newsmen that 
Mr. Truman’s message will have 
no effect on government policy. 
“We will

British officials,” he said. 
“That 
would be recognition of foreign in­ 
tervention in the internal affairs 
of Iran. 
“If the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com­ 
pany fails to submit proposals with­ 
in five days, the nationalization 
law will be implemented immedi­ 
ately.”

Gen. James A, Van Fleet said to ­ 
day the eighth army has ended 
its pursuit of the enemy from 
South Korea and can “whip the

“The Chinese army in Korea 
hasn’t a chance and the best thing 
it can do is go home. 
“We can whip the Chinese any­ 
where, anytime, any place and I 
have felt that way since 1 arrived

In a prepared statement defin­ 
ing present UN military policy 
Van Fleet said the present pursuit 
phase of the reeling Chinese and 
North Korean armies has ended 
“with the clearing of enemy units 
from South Korea less those in 
the former border area west of 
the Imjin river.”

NEW YORK, June 2— (INS)—A 
stiffer attitude by the New York 
Board of Transportation toward a 
40-hour-week-or-strike demand by 
the CIO Transport Workers Union 
was indicated today following 
a 
“plague on both your houses” de­ 
claration by Mayor Vincent Impel- 
litteri. 
The Mayor also made clear that 
he has no intention of complying 
with the union’s demand that he 
declare a state of emergency and 
personally take over negotiations 
from the board. 
Im pellitteri read his statement 
to newsmen yesterday at City Hall 
as some 10,000 municipal transit 
workers, forfeiting a half day’s 
pay, demonstrated a few hundred 
feet away. 
The Mayor angrily termed both 
union and board “unrealistic” and 
called on them to work at “earn­ 
est negotiations rather than par­ 
ades and shouting.” He added: 
“Both sides know that this dis­ 
pute must eventually be settled. 
Let them get together and settle it 
before great harm which neither 
side can ever cure is done.’*

The government is the landlord; it pays no real estate taxes, it charges 
rent less than needed to pay the full building and operating costs of 
each dwelling unit. 
The difference between rent charged and rent 
needed is a loss. 
This loss is paid by the American taxpayer through 
federal income taxes and higher real estate taxes.
